The first four prisons are under the control of the Prison Commission exclusively. The State Farm is man- 
aged by a board of trustees (that also governs the State Infirmary) ; and the Prison Commissioners control the 
industries only, and have some other powers of supervision and inspection. All the county prisons are under 
general supervision of the Prison Commission. 

The places for the imprisonment of juvenile offenders are not in any respect under the control or supervision 
of the Prison Commission. They are the Lyman School for Boys at Westborough. the State Industrial School 
for Girls at Lancaster and the Industrial School for Boys at Shirley, all managed by the Trustees of Massachu- 
setts Training Schools; and the Suffolk School for Boys on Rainsford Island in Boston Harbor, managed by 
the Trustees for Children of the City of Boston. 
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COMMISSIONERS' REPORT. 

State House, Boston, Jan. 1, 1913. 

To the Honorable the Senate and the House of Representatives in General Court assembled: 

In presenting the twelfth annual report of the Board the Prison Commis- 
sioners call attention in the beginning to the continued decrease in the 
number of persons under sentence. The reduction that can be reported this 
year is still greater than that named in the report of 1911. Last year the 
committals to all the prisons numbered 29,657, which was a decrease of 1,424 
from the preceding year. The committals for the statistical year of 1912 
numbered 27,454, a decrease of 2,203. The prison population reported 
at the close of the fiscal year in 1911 was 6,664 and at the end of November, 
1912, it was 6,086. It is not practicable to give details in this part of the 
report, because they will be fully presented in the tabulated statements, 
but it may be interesting to note that there was a larger percentage of de- 
crease in the offences against the person and property than in those against 
public order, a class which consists almost wholly of misdemeanors. 

State Prison. 

Since the last report the population of the State Prison has gone down 
from 823 to 742. The decrease at this place is due in a large measure to the 
special releases granted under the parole law of 1911, and it may be interest- 
ing to mention that 140 prisoners have been paroled since the law went into 
eflFect and only 4 have been returned to prison for violating the law. 

The maximum and minimum sentence with the parole law of 1911 fur- 
nish inducement to good conduct. The separation of prisoners into classes 
would not be beneficial at the State Prison except for the purpose of impart- 
ing instruction in a more systematic and effective way. The premises are 
so restricted that classification by employments is not practicable; and the 
small space joined with the prohibitive features of the statutes prevent that 
diversity of occupation which is essential to the best management of prisons. 
For example, there are always men in the State Prison population who would 
receive far more benefit from employment in agricultural pursuits than from 
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the ordinary work in the shops. As far as the law permits, the prisoners 
are all well employed; that is to say, they work about as long as they pos- 
sibly can in view of the limitations upon the hours of employment for the 
oflBcers; and they do as much work as could be hoped for in the absence 
of any special inducement beyond the mere desire to be occupied. It can 
never be hoped that the same degree of industry will be attained where there 
is no incitement of reward as where work is done by paid workmen. But 
there is room for improvement m respect to the industries if the State will 
furnish the facilities. 

The attention of the Legislature has often been drawn to the need of 
better facilities for employment and instruction at the State Prison. The 
many disadvantages of the present buildings can be removed only by change 
of location, where it would be possible to improve the arrangements and adopt 
more eflBcient methods. More space is absolutely needed and this cannot 
be provided without legislative authority. To ask for a change in site only 
and to urge it on the ground of unsanitary conditions is to invite defeat at 
the outset. There is no ill health due to the present situation. The build- 
ings are old and made of material that does not always present a pleasing 
appearance like smoothly finished walls; but they are kept as clean as possi- 
ble and there has never been from any competent inspection an intimation 
even that there is any unsanitary condition at the State Prison that could 
be corrected by the officials without legislation. 

The industries are not as varied as they should be to give the greatest 
possible advantage in the instruction of prisoners, but they now serve that 
piupose better than for many years past. The addition from time to time 
since 1898 of different kinds of work in connection with the public-use in- 
dustries has added to the occupations. Since 1898 practically all the woolen 
cloth, much of the cotton cloth, all the blankets, clothing, hosiery and under- 
wear, boots and shoes and some other articles used by public institutions 
have been produced by the labor of prisoners. The only substantial addition 
to this kind of work that can now be made is the manufacture of school furni- 
ture, and this would need larger and better shop room than is afforded at the 
State Prison, which is the only establishment containing a sufficient number 
of men of the neede^ skill and capacity to do this work in a satisfactory way 
for the use of the public schools. The greater part of the work on the indus- 
tries at the Massachusetts Reformatory consists of supplying articles and 
materials for the various public institutions; and the present industries 
joined with the trades schools will furnish full occupation for the reformatory 
unless there should be a large accession to the numbers. It should be under- 
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stood that many articles are used in such small quantities that they cannot 
be manufactured to advantage if sold for institution use alone. To make 
them involves expensive machinery, and, moreover, the requisite skill cannot 
always be found in the comparatively small prison population of this State. 

As noted, all supplies used in large quantities by the public institutions 
except cotton cloth and furniture are now made by the labor of prisoners. 
The act of this year which extended the law of 1898 would add less than 10 
per cent, to those supplies. If every institution embraced in it could be 
served the impracticability of taking them all in will be seen from the state- 
ment that about a hundred towns have an institution population of four or 
less. A large number have an average of only one inmate in the almshouse. 
These cannot be gathered up at all unless the Legislature shall adopt the 
suggestion that the Board of Charity should prescribe the articles and mate- 
rials to be used by the smaller towns. 

But the number of prisoners has steadily decreased during the year and 
is now at such a low point that no more work can be taken on at Concord; 
and it is not feasible to begin the manufacture of furniture in the present 
shops at the State Prison. Therefore, the removal of the State Prison is 
the only way in which any large addition can be made to the work of supply- 
ing articles and materials for public use. 

There are reasons, aside from those affecting the work, which make a 
change desirable. The day school for illiterates, introduced some years 
ago, has been a great boon to prisoners who were denied early advantages 
of education; while the correspondence school for those who desire to study 
and work after the regular work of the day is done, has given many prisoners 
the means of acquiring knowledge that has been useful to them in the pursuit 
of good resolutions. A library of many thousand volumes is accessible to 
all the prisoners. All these features could be improved and extended if larger 
and better buildings were provided. The commissioners have long believed 
that if a prison could be provided in a place that would afford room to expand 
and diversify the employment and give facilities for separating the prisoners 
into groups, the public interest would be greatly promoted. They there- 
fore strongly urge the passage of the act prepared last year to accompany 
their special report and which received the approbation of the legislative . 
committee on prisons, to provide in the beginning that the Governor and 
Coimcil may acquire a site of large area upon which suitable buildings shall 
be erected for a State Prison. 
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Massachusetts Reformatory. 

The Massachusetts Reformatory was opened in December, 1884, in 
buildings that had been occupied tot a little more than six years as a State 
Prison. In the beginning sentences were not subject to limitation in respect 
to age, offence or number of former commitments; and the wide diversity 
of opinion on the part of the courts caused great incongruity in the popula- 
tion. Men of seventy years were committed to it by the same court that 
would sentence thereto a boy of sixteen, and no officials of that time appre- 
ciated the necessity of discriminating between the persons who should go 
to the reformatory. 

A few years after it was opened the indeterminate sentence was adopted, 
and at the same time an age limit of forty years was established. It was 
further provided that a person who had been sentenced more than three 
times could not be sent to the reformatory. These provisions have been 
modified in some particulars since that time. It was not until the reforma- 
tory had been in operation more than five years that a trades school was 
established, no attempt having been made in the beginning to provide this 
useful feature for such an institution. Moreover, there was no dining room 
at first, but the prisoners were allowed to take their meals in the cells in the 
same way as the State Prison inmates. To-day, through improvements 
that have been made from time to time in the last twenty years, the reforma- 
tory is well equipped for the instruction and training of any corrigible 
prisoners. It should be remembered in estimating the work of this place 
that not all the boys who go to Concord are desirous of availing themselves 
of the advantages afforded there. Some have refused to yield to the influence 
of parents or guardians, or teachers in the day schools or the parental school, 
or to the discipline of a truant school or reform school; and it is not surprising 
that many of them should continue obdurate after they go to Concord. The 
good effects of the reformatory, however, can be demonstrated by a general 
statement concerning those who have been released from it. Scarcely any 
first offenders go to Concord. Nearly all the prisoners who are sent there 
have had previous court experience and some of them have been under 
restraint; substantially all have committed offences prior to the act which 
sends them to the reformatory. Noting this, it is surely significant of good 
results that of about 18,000 who have been discharged from the reformatory 
of an average age of about twenty years, only a comparatively small number 
have returned to prison. Most of these must have mended their ways or 
there would be no diminution in the prison population. From the statistics,

so far as it has been practicable to gather them in the last twenty years, it 
is safe to say that more than 75 per cent, of the prisoners who go to Concord 
for offences against the person and property are so far corrected or changed 
that they do not again appear in court or prison. 

The agencies used at the reformatory may be sunmiarized in this way: 
the prisoners are divided into three grades, and when a prisoner is committed 
he is put into the intermediate grade. From that grade he goes higher or 
lower, according to his conduct. If his behavior is good, his record of in- 
dustry satisfactory, he may reach the first grade in six months, and he may 
become eligible for release ordinarily by making another six months of perfect 
record in that grade. This hope of a permit is the strongest inducement 
that can be held out to a prisoner to promote good conduct. It should be 
noted that if the prisoner is serving for a misdemeanor he may go out in a 
shorter time; if he is serving for one of certain serious felonies he must be 
held for a longer time, according to the rules that have been established 
by the commissioners, with the approval of the Governor and Council. An- 
other inducement to good conduct is provided by additional privileges given 
to prisoners in the first grade. The marks have a still further advantage 
over the ordinary means of discipline because they do not involve risk of 
physical injury. Each prisoner is required to attend school a certain number 
of evenings each week unless it appears that he is so far advanced in his 
studies that he cannot derive any advantage from the schools, in which case 
he is excused and is allowed to spend the time in reading and study under the 
general advice and direction of the officials. The chaplain is constantly 
engaged in giving assistance to prisoners in various ways. 

It should also be noted that when a prisoner is committed he is subjected 
to a physical examination, and his characteristics are noted so far as they 
can be observed or ascertained. Since the establishment of the office of 
resident physician four years ago careful data have been made as to the men- 
tal and physical peculiarities, and constant improvement is taking place 
in these tests and examinations. A further reference to this subject will 
be included in the suggestions concerning the new department for defective 
delinquents which was reconmiended by the Commission of 1910. 

The various industries afford considerable scope in the assignment of 
prisoners to work according to their needs and capacities, and the trades 
schools which were established in 1890 give an opportunity for teaching the 
younger boys the elements of a trade. The considerable area of the reforma- 
tory premises outside the walls supplies the means of employing prisoners 
on the land to a useful extent. Many of the boys at the reformatory go to 
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places where the instruction they have received enables them to give satis- 
factory service to their employers. It may be interesting to notice here 
the different attitude held by the conmiunity towards the prisoners from the 
State Prison and the Massachusetts Reformatory. It often is difficult to 
obtain employment for a man who is being considered for parole from the 
State Prison, but in scarcely an instance is there objection to the employ- 
ment of a prisoner from the reformatory. And if the term "reformatory" 
had no other value than to allay the prejudices which some persons hold 
towards prisoners, it would serve the interests of the conmiunity in a high 
degree. It may be that the term is not descriptive. The oldest superintend- 
ent of a reformatory in America inclines to the opinion that it is not exact, 
and a few years ago at the International Prison Congress many of the foreign 
delegates objected to the employment of the term as being misleading. All 
this may be true, but the use of the term has softened the feelings of the people 
toward a class of men, a large majority of whom are just as anxious to amend 
their wajrs as the conmiunity is to have them do so. 

The details of the industries will be set forth in later pages of this report, 
and no full description of them is Required here. They have been improved 
during the year, and if some recommendations made by the commissioners 
in former years and repeated this year shall be approved by the General Court, 
great progress can be made in diversifying the work and making it more 
valuable than ever before for the training of the prisoners. The number of 
prisoners is comparatively so small now that no extension of the public- 
use industries would be practicable even if there were sufficient shop room 
to take on the work of making furniture, to which reference has already 
been made in the report on the State Prison. The trades schools should not 
be discontinued in any event, and it may become impracticable to keep 
all the present industries and to maintain the trades schools on the present 
basis. One strong reason why more work cannot be undertaken at the re- 
formatory and why it would be better to enlarge the public-use industries 
by giving greater facilities at the State Prison is that a large majority of the 
prisoners committed to the reformatory specially need elementary instruction. 

Reformatory for Women. 

The numbers at the Reformatory for Women show a marked diminution 
even when compared with last year, when the number was low in reference 
to many former times. This decrease can in no degree be due to a diversion 
of sentence, because all cases of felony that are punished by imprisonment 
must be sent to Sherborn. Therefore, this decrease doubtless indicates an 
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improved social condition in respect to the more serious offences among 
women. 

The usual features of the Reformatory for Women have been well main- 
tained and improvement has been made in the details of the industries. 
Large quantities of clothing for the public institutions of the Conunonwealth, 
the counties and the cities are made at this place^ and if the number in the 
population should ever require it some light weaving could be added to the 
industries. 

As stated in the report of last year, it would be an advantage if a careful 
study of the prisoners could be made in anticipation of the opening of the 
dep^ent for defective deUnquents. In view of the propo^ Addition 
to the work at the Reformatory for Women, the superintendent has recom- 
mended in her report that the salary of the physician should be increased 
to $1,500 a year, and this reconmiendation is approved by the Conunissioners. 

Prison Camp and Hospital. 

When the camp at this place was opened it was expected to supply an 
object-lesson to the county prisons for the purpose of inducing them to make 
experiments in the employment of prisoners in outdoor occupations. It 
was hoped that when any premises were to be changed or enlarged a suitable 
tract of land would be chosen and the prisoners would be set at work reclaim- 
ing and improving it. Since the Rutland Camp was opened two counties 
have done considerable work in this direction. The county of Plymouth 
has erected a substantial and commodious prison on a tract of land which 
affords excellent occupation during the larger part of the year. The little 
mechanical work that was formerly done here has been discontinued. Good 
results have been attained both by the production of some supplies for sub- 
sistence and improving the appearance of the land. The benefit the prisoners 
derive from it cannot be measured, but the sheriff is strongly of the opinion 
that much good has followed the teaching of agricultural work to men who 
have hitherto known nothing about it. 

In the county of Worcester an experiment quite as interesting has been 
made, where about 40 prisoners have been taken a long distance from the 
jail and kept in temporary barracks in charge of one officer. These men did 
a large amoimt of work both on the lot which was selected as a site for the 
establishment and on the Wachusett reservation, which is under the con- 
trol of the State. Even the local authorities in charge of Deer Island House 
of Correction have been led to advocate more land for that institution. 

In the jails and houses of correction the inmates are generally unskilled 
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workmen with short sentences, and these conditions preclude mechanical 
operations of any considerable variety or extent. For this reason we have 
always favored work on the land for comity prisoners especially. The Board 
believes that ultimately it will be for the best interests of both the counties 
and the State that the penal institutions of the counties be placed in the 
control of the State. ^ 

While this example has not been as generally followed as we hoped it 
might be, it is gratifying to report these two instances and to know also that 
the work at the Prison Camp and Hospital is continually undergoing im- 
provement. There are no means of guarding the prisoners while they are 
at work, and reliance must be placed upon the honor of the prisoner. The 
proportion that violate the confidence reposed in them is very small, and this 
is not due wholly to the fact that they may be punished by imprisonment 
for leaving the place, but is largely attributable to the beneficent influence 
upon the character and disposition through the freedom and responsibility 
of outdoor employment. 

It is a pleasure to report that the hospital section has not been filled at 
any time during the year. When this part of the institution was projected 
there were in the prisons 80 men suffering from tuberculosis, but that number 
has never appeared at any time since the place was opened. The removal 
of this class from the other prisons has been of great benefit to those places 
and has also supplied the most humane and effective treatment for the un- 
fortunate sufferers. On the 1st of December there were in the hospital sec- 
tion 57 prisoners who had been removed from the State and county institu- 
tions upon receiving certificates of physicians to the effect that they needed 
treatment for diseases of a tubercular nature. 

Departments for Defective Delinquents. 

The conmiissioners consider it their duty to make particular mention 
of the law that requires this Board to maintain departments for the confine- 
ment of defective delinquents at the Massachusetts Reformatory and the 
Reformatory for Women. The department at Concord is to provide a place 
for the detention of male prisoners under twenty-k)ne years of age, and that 
at Sherborn for female prisoners of all ages. Males twenty-one or over are to 
be cared for in a department at the State Farm. A reconunendation to make 
this law effective was included in the conmiissioners' report last year; and 
plans and estimates were submitted but no appropriation was provided. 

The most hopeful means of obtaining information for the suitable group- 
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i ing of prisoners is to be found in the psychological studies begun at the Massa- 

e chusetts Reformatory four years ago, and which have since been introduced 

d in other States. The data already gathered at Concord will be specially 

s useful whenever the departments for defective delinquents are established, 

e and will eventually lead to better arrangements in all prisons. 

[ Additional Agents. 

• It has already been noted in the reference to the State Prison that neariy 

all the paroled prisoners have kept the terms of their parole. In only a few 
instances, comparatively, has it been necessary to warn or admonish the pris- 
oners for neglect of the parole conditions. This fact, combined with the 
lessening of the number from other prisons, has enabled the present agents 
. to do the required work in relation to the men at liberty; but if the prison 
population should approach the numbers of years ago, there would be need 
of more help in the preparation of the parole cases for the consideration 
of the Board, and additional agents would be required to maintain a proper 
supervision of prisoners at liberty on permit. Last year two committees 
of the General Coiul; approved a bill recommended by the commissioners, 
which was drawn in such terms as to adapt it to the exigencies of the prison 
population; the commissioners were authorized to appoint agents from time 
to time as the Governor and Council should approve. We renew our recom- 
mendation to the same effect. 

Retirement of Prison Officers. 

During the year the following officers were retired under chapter 458 of 
the Acts of 1907, relative to veterans of the civil war: Joseph Fuller from the 
State Prison and George L. Works from the Reformatory for Women. 

There were five officers retired under chapter 601 of the Acts of 1908, 
providing for the pensioning of prison officers, as follows: Virgil D. York 
from the State Prison; George G. Browne from the Deer Island House of 
Correction; Charles E. Simmons from the Worcester House of Correction; 
Thomas Fallon from the Suffolk Jail; and Francis F. Johnson from the Salem 
House of Correction. Mr. York died Oct. 7, 1912. 

Under chapter 673 of the Acts of 1911, Martin Leftovith and William W. 
Sprague were retired from the State Prison. 
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Recommendations for Legislation. 

The recommendations for legislation contained in this report and for 
which bills are submitted may be summarized as follows: — 

1. To provide for the selection of a site and the establishment of a new 
State Prison. 

2. To authorize the Board of Charity to prescribe the articles and mate- 
rials to be used in the public institutions of towns. 

3. To establish the salary of the physician of the Reformatory for Women 
for the reasons stated in the report and on the recommendation of the super- 
intendent. 

4. To provide means for establishing the departments for defective delin- 
quents. A new resolve is submitted for an appropriation, but it should be 
noted that last year plans, estimates and specifications were prepared. The 
whole subject was referred to the next General Court on May 28, and it is 
assumed that these same plans and other materials will be available for con- 
sideration this year. 

5. To authorize the appointment of additional agents as needed. 

Estimates. 

The estimates of the needed appropriations for the respective institutions 
for the year ending Nov. 30, 1913, are as follows: — 

For the State Prison, $179,000 

Religious services and instruction, 2,500 

For Massachusetts Reformatory, $238,480 

Religious services, 1,500 

For the Reformatory for Women, $65,200 

Religious services, •. 500 

For the Prison Camp and Hospital, $51,020 

Religious services, 1,200 
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The items for religious services and instruction are set out separately in 
accordance with chapter 562, Acts of 1912. The several amounts for this 
purpose do not include any salaries that are established by law.

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 



Chablestown, Oct. 1, 1912. 
To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

As chaplain of the State Prison I hereby submit the following report: — 

There are 9,140 volumes in the general library; 1,017 volumes and 160 
packages of catalogues in the vocational library; 165 volumes in the shop 
libraries and 4,300 text-books, — a total of 14,622 volumes and 160 packages 
of catalogues accessible to the men. 

The State buys 78 different papers and magazines for free circulation in 
the institution. Current religious papers are contributed by the different 
denominations for men of their respective communions. 

The Boston Public Library continues the privilege of the monthly draw- 
ing of books selected by the men, and has helped in providing illustrated 
papers and magazines for the illiterates. 

There have been cultural talks to the teachers' association, vocational 
talks to the tradesmen, brief addresses by leading preachers to the Christians 
who wish to gather for a weekly service of twenty minutes, and choicest 
vocal and instrumental music has been rendered by some of the best soloists 
of the city. 

The musical organizations are a mandolin and guitar club led by a Harvard 
University student, an orchestra that assists at the chapel services, and two 
choirs, one of which is trained by a professional chorus leader, this being 
made possible by the generous aid of a benefactress. 

The regular religious services are a Roman Catholic and a general service 
every Sunday morning in the chapel, a monthly communion service, a monthly 
meeting of the Volunteer Prisoners' League and a service for those of the 
Hebrew faith on the Jewish holidays. 

In addition to the above, denominational religious counsel is given to 
members of smaller groups by visiting church workers.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



CONCOBD, Oct. 1, 1912. 

To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

The twenty-eighth annual report of the Massachusetts Refonnatory for 
the year ending Sept. 30, 1912, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

There were committed to the reformatory during the year under review 
518, as follows: sentenced by the courts, 353; returned by order of the 
Prison Commissioners, 50; removed from State Prison, 2; from State Farm, 
30; from jails and houses of correction, 50; from Lyman School for Boys, 
10; from Industrial School for Boys, 16; from Plummer Farm School of 
Reform, 1; returned from Industrial School for Boys, 1; from Bridgewater 
State Hospital, 1 ; 1 was returned by Governor's warrant (revocation of par- 
don) ; and 3 were returned from escape. 

There were released during the same period 706; 51 upon expiration of 
sentences; 588 upon permits issued by the Prison Commissioners; 2 were 
paroled under chapter 103, Acts of 1912; 36 were removed to other institu- 
tions; 5 escaped and 24 were pardoned. The average daily number of in- 
mates has been 714. 

The total number of commitments since the establishment of the re- 
formatory is 19,812. Of this number there were sentenced directly by the 
courts, 17,215; removed from other institutions, 1,658; returned for viola- 
tion of permits, 870; 69 were received from all other sources. 

During the past year all the prisoners have been constantly employed in 
the industries, trades-schools, on the farm and at work about the institution. 

Considering that many of the prisoners are learners, the quaUty of work 
has been excellent. The standard of the product from the industries has been 
raised, and much of the work will compare favorably with outside labor. 

The younger prisoners attend the trades-schools part of the day, re- 
ceiving systematic instruction and have an opportunity to become more or 
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less proficient, depending upon their individual capacity. As they advance 
they are employed as far as possible in the industries and about the institu- 
tion along the lines of their trade instruction. 

The farm has yielded a fair average of crops and has afforded healthful 
employment for a large number of prisoners. A few more acres of good 
farming land could be worked to advantage. 

The sessions of the evening schools have been held as usual, the teachers 
being assisted by the more advanced pupils. Many have been anxious to 
learn and have made rapid progress. 

Religious services have been conducted by the chaplain. Rev. Robert 
Walker, and by Rev. Michael J. Welch, pastor of the Catholic parish at 
Concord Junction. Dr. Louis A. Alexander has provided for the religious 
services of the Hebrew prisoners, Mr. M. I. Robinson conducting services on 
their feast days and other sacred days.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 



Concord, Oct. 1, 1912. 
To the Board of Prison Commissioners : 

The twenty-eighth annual report of the medical department of the Mas- 
sachusetts Reformatory is herewith respectfully submitted: — 

The vigorous bodily health of the youth of twenty, which should be his 
by birthright, has been denied by heredity to some of the young delinquents 
admitted, and in many other cases it has been forfeited or prejudiced by the 
indiscretions of the men themselves; but such measure of physical well- 
being as these young nien had on arrival has been more than maintained 
during the past year, as will be shown. Almost without exception the pris- 
oners have been heavier on release than they were on admission. While a 
gain in weight is by no means the only factor to be considered in judging 
the excellence of physical health in individual cases, yet it is an important 
single element to consider in estimating the comparative healthfulness of a 
body of men. The aggregate gain in weight of those in the physical culture 
drills, about 88 per cent, of the population, is 4,430 poimds, giving an average 
gain of 83^ pounds. The maximum individual gains were 533^ and 52^ 
pounds. 

The generally healthful condition of the inmates is to be attributed to 
immunity from preventable diseases, due to the excellent sanitation, the 
serving of an ample, well-cooked and well-balanced dietary, the provision 
of interesting, varied and instructive occupation, and of regular and sufficient 
exercise, much of it in the open air. 

No death has occurred. No case of infectious disease has been followed 
by any other traceable thereto. 

Total number in physical culture drills, 940

Average time for each prisoner in months, 9^^ 

Among the 508 men discharged from the physical culture drills are to be 
distributed 325 increments of gain in physical condition, an average of .64 
of one increment per man. An increment gained or lost is the difference be- 
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tween any two steps of the following series: poor, fair, good, very good and 
excellent. 

Among the 518 arrivals of the year, all of whom were given a thorough 
physical examination on admission, 260 were found to require medical or 
surgical attention. Among these were 90 cases of visual defect, detected on 
arrival and referred to expert optometric examination, and 22 cases of nose, 
ear or throat disease which received immediate treatment and in some cases 
expert attention. 

Twenty cases have been examined to determine psychopathological con- 
ditions. Of these, one was found to be insane and transferred to the Bridge- 
water State Hospital. The remainder were found to be mentally defective 
in some degree or, in a few cases, fully responsible. 

The research work involved in the development of a scientific method 
of examination of prisoners by the application of tests and the collection of 
clinical data, a method which may be applied to each arrival, has been prose- 
cuted in spare time. The two new tests alluded to in the last annual report, 
'*the achievement capacity test" and the "ethical discrimination test," have 
been developed and found to be the best tests we have for the particular 
cases and purposes for which tests are needed here. Still further development 
of the ethical discrimination test is required; i.e., the illustration and trans- 
lation of the ethical entities employed to render the test independent of the 
language factor.

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 



Concord, Oct. 1, 1912. 
To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

The chaplain's work is to be of such service to all the inmates as will help 
them to become good citizens upon their release. To do this eflFectively he 
must meet them on the basis of manhood, ever extending the hope and the 
encouragement that frail humanity needs in its daily struggles with life's 
temptations, sorrows, needs and all other distresses. OflScially, he ought 
to represent a manhood which is comprehensive enough to include followers 
of all creeds that aim to make men love their God and fellow men. 

The chaplain's oflSce ought to be a place where men may go and talk 
freely about subjects of interest to them. One of the great pleasures of the 
past year was in having representatives of the boys hold their base-ball 
meetings in my oflSce. We met from time to time to discuss the question per- 
taining to the organization of a base-ball league, which was afterwards rati- 
fied by the administration. Games were played by the four clubs on Wednes- 
day and Saturday afternoons throughout the summer. It was interesting 
to note the fair-minded spirit that dominated these meetings, and also the 
appreciation on the part of the entire population of the privilege of watching 
the games, based upon the principles governing true sportsmanship. What- 
ever the sport that stands for wholesome recreation, it ought to interest the 
chaplain for the good that it offers the men. 

The good he can find in athletics will be of assistance in his task of getting 
men to play the game fairly, not only on the athletic field but in life's field 
also. 

The library of this institution is a power for good also. Almost every 
inmate accepts the privilege afforded him of reading two books a week. Six 
himdred twenty-one books were added during the past year, making a 
total of 5,431 in the Ubrary. Much time was given in selecting books that 
would be attractive in style, place and action to young men. Special books 
have been provided for the use of inmates who desire to increase their knowl- 
edge of the various trades. It is safe to assume that the thousand books 
which are given out weekly are for the most part carefully read. Reading 
has become to many a great pleasure since coming to the reformatory. On 
the outside they did not take the time to patronize public libraries; books 
did not interest them. Here, however, it is different, and many a young man 
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during his minimum time reads over 100 books. The good of the library is a 
mighty force in getting the minds of the men into thinking logically and 
rightly. Not long ago a young man came to me and said, "Chaplain, when 
I came to the reformatory I could not write my name or read the alphabet. 
I attended night school here, and now I can read and write. My mind is no 
longer set on doing wrong things. I think of the Kbrary instead. I never 
knew there was such good reading in books before. It is better to read them 
than it is to fight people and steal from them." Education, whether it be in 
the school or in the shop, is a mighty help in getting the inmates to see life 
through clear lenses. The habits that are formed in library, schoolroom and 
shop help a man to struggle upward upon his release. 

Then there is the* good which comes from the Sunday service. The choir 
of young men so splendidly drilled by Mrs. Leland helps to make these serv- 
ices attractive. The aim is to make addresses that will be practical and 
helpful to the men in strengthening their ^lls and arousing them to press 
toward the mark of success in business and in character. They are urged to 
be loyal to their respective churches and to follow the advice that they give. 
They are asked to be dutiful to the laws and to respect the flag that symboKzes 
the country in which they live. We aim to make them realize the opportunity 
that this country offers them if they live upright, moral lives. 

Father Welch represents the type of character which gives out happiness 
and joy and courage. His influence is always for good, whether in the chapel 
on Sunday or on the grounds during the week day. He has the respect of all 
the oflBcials and the inmates. 

Dr. Louis A. Alexander cheerfully gives advice and consolation to the 
Hebrews, who have learned to believe that his interest in them is deep and 
abiding. Services have been held from time to time under his direction. 

Chaplain Emeritus Batt, who served the reformatory so faithfully and 
conscientiously for twenty-five years, finds time to visit us often. We need 
not allude even to the graces which mark him as a Christian gentleman. 

It is fitting, I believe, for me to say that the oflBcers of this institution 
are men who have the best interests of the inmates at heart. I have had 
the privilege of observing them in various ways as they perform their many 
duties; always courteous and kind, firm but just, they stand out as men 
worthy of the trust the Commonwealth has bestowed upon them.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



Shebbobn, Oct. 1, 1912. 
To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

I respectfully submit the annual report of the Reformatory for Women 
for the year ending Sept. 30, 1912. 

Throughout the year the women have co-operated splendidly with all 
working for their good. It is essential that they should feel the institution 
as theirs to improve and develop, — that it is a place where, even if they 
never have to come again, other women will, and therefore a place where 
all women concerned must do their best. 

Thus gradually a wholesome loyalty to the institution and its ideals, 
and to womankind will grow up among us. Until it comes and abides we 
can go but slowly with privileges, and yet we are bound to help it along by 
granting as many as possible. 

We have wanted the women to develop a consciousness of the obKgations 
of liberty, and of the sharp line to be dra^n always between Uberty and 
license, both in the interests of the life of the institution as well as of their 
own self-development. 

I cannot be too grateful to the officers who have shown a true social- 
service spirit in helping many heart-hungry women to disentangle difficult 
moral problems almost rusty with age. 

On Easter Sunday the grade one women wore for the first time white 
Sunday dresses, second grade women wore blue chambray, all women wore 
white Dutch collars, and each had made for herself a white muslin tie, showing 
much latent love of beauty in the handiwork. 

The custom of planting bulbs was started last winter, each woman being 
helped to plant her own. Later the buildings were aglow with flowers, and 
everywhere women were enjoying them. It meant so much in our life that 
we feel it must be repeated each year, especially as the women thus learn to 
carry beauty into their own homes. 
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A new summer house was built for the babies, which also serves as a 
grandstand for guests on baseball days. Such women as we were able to 
have work at gardening, weeding and harvesting were so radiantly happy, 
and so loath to come in at the end of the season that we are eager to extend 
this work through the help of trained gardeners. The material results were 
a bountiful table during the summer, and nearly 4,000 quarts of canned.fniit 
and vegetables for the women alone for the winter. A further result was 
our barge to the county fair, laden with fruit and vegetables, which was 
decorated by some of the women, and applauded by all. 

It is very urgent that we should no longer delay the scientific study of 
the women from the mental side. It avails little for me to "beUeve" that 
a certain number of defective deUnquents leave us monthly; I must be in a 
position to prove it to you and to myself. 

To this end I shall hope to have the services of a woman physician who 
will give her entire time to the institution, taking charge of the study of the 
women from the psychological point of view, as well as doing the medical 
work. 

With this in view it is essential that the hospital wing be remodelled in 
order to give the necessary laboratory rooms and equipment. A moderate 
appropriation will be required. A stenographer's services will also be required, 
as very complete records will be made. 

In view of the fact that this new physician will give her entire time to the 
institution and the research work involved in the study of the defective 
delinquents, I earnestly urge that the physician's salary be raised to $1,500 
a year. 

The new mangle and washers in the laundry are real acquisitions. They 
mean a big step toward teaching the women methods they will find outside 
in commercial laundries. 

Our present laundry space is unsatisfactory. It would greatly help our 
possibilities of eflBciency if some changes were made in construction. For 
instance, combining the washrooms and throwing the two ironing rooms 
together would give greater light and air and more hygienic conditions for 
the women to work under in summer as well as in winter.

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 



Sherbobn, Oct. 1, 1912. 

To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

The order of the reUgious services, referred to in the last report, remains 
the same. The clergy of Framingham -and Sherbom have come .here fre- 
quently, bringing the gospel message of hope and of good cheer. Some of 
them have done pastoral work among the women of their respective denom- 
inations. Dr. Worcester of Emmanuel Church, Boston, addressed the women 
one Sunday afternoon. 

To each and all who have so kindly assisted in this department of our 

work, and to those who have furnished music and entertainment for the 

* 

women, we extend our hearty appreciation for the services rendered. 

Rev. Thomas Garrahan continues his ministrations to those of the Catholic 
faith. 

On the evening of Christmas Sunday the women, with the aid of oflBcers 
and friends, sang the cantata, "The Hope of the World." On Easter Sun- 
day "The Risen King" was rendered, and after the services a potted plant 
was given each inmate. 

All hoUdays are observed. The Fourth of July was spent in Mulberry 
Park, where a staging had been erected. Each department gave, at intervals 
during the day, a short patriotic program. The chief feature of the after- 
noon was a minstrel show given by fifteen of the women. For two hours 
there was continuous laughter and hearty applause. 

The day and evening schools have been continued as usual. The num- 
ber of women enrolled in the day school was 68. Of that number 22 were 
illiterate; 15 could read and write imperfectly and 8 were foreigners who 
were famiUar with their own language but eager to be taught English. 

The general library contains 1,800 volumes; the new ones added were 
the generous gift of Mrs. Margaret Russell of the Board of Prison Com- 
missioners. Mrs. Russell also replaced a large number of worn out volumes 
with new ones. The hospital library contains 468 volumes, nearly all of 
which need renewal as they have been in use a long time.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



West Rutland, Oct: 1, 1912. 
To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

I herewith respectfully submit the report of the Prison Camp and Hospital 
for the year ending Sept. 30, 1912. 

This year, like the last, has seen less building than in the earlier period 
of the institution, and the men at the camp section have been occupied with 
the farm crops and the reclamation of new land. 

Five acres have been cleared this season, and twenty more are needed 
to supply the institution with all its farm produce. After that there remains 
the opportunity to supply other State institutions, so that any surplus may 
easily be disposed of without recourse to the open market. 

At present a very successful poultry plant is started, and as there is a 
large market for fresh eggs in the hospitals, and especially in the tubercular 
sanatoriums, — the largest of which is located near-by, — I would recommend 
making this a special industry. This branch can be rapidly increased at 
small expense, and, as it is already on a paying basis, should show a sub- 
stantial profit for the State, besides furnishing fresh eggs, — a commodity 
always difficult to obtain for the sick. 

The addition to the water system provided for by the last Legislature 
is nearly completed and insures an adequate supply for all purposes, but as 
the institution is three miles from the nearest fire-service (and that a volunteer 
company), I feel that we should have a suitable system of hydrants and the 
necessary fire hose. 

The crops this season have been very satisfactory for an unfavorable 
season, and there has been harvested in every case, I think, enough to last 
through the year, while the men at both camp and hospital have had, as in 
previous years, all the summer vegetables that could be used. These make 
a very desirable change in the dietary, as well as a marked saving to the 
institution. 
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The men at the camp section have shown a very commendable interest 
in their work, and have seemed, ahnost to a man, to appreciate the trust 
put in them. Their reaUzation of the endeavor to make conditions as favor- 
able as possible for them, and that a real interest is taken in them, is shown 
by their expressions of gratitude on the morning of their discharge. 

Of course, a large percentage of the men are city-bom and bred, and the 
task of interestmg them in farm work is no easy one. The use of modem 
machinery and methods is a means to that end, for reducing farm work to 
the drudgery it represented fifty years ago neither gives a man the knowledge 
necessary for employment on an up-to-date farm nor the desire for such 
employment. 

At best only a limited number will seek or find employment in the countr>% 
but even for those who go directly back to their old haunts the life here does 
a valuable service. 

The man sent to prison must lose to a greater or less degree his standing 
in the community in which he lives, and, at his retum, cannot regain it imme- 
diately. Often he must accept the most menial labor. If he comes from 
a close prison where he has had, as a rule, only the lightest labor to do he 
has lost even the strength and muscle he had when committed, and is physi- 
cally unable to do the only kinds of work open to him. Before the first day 
is over he is utterly exhausted and discouraged, and turns either to liquor 
for stimulant or to the easy life that dishonesty promises, — with the in- 
evitable retum to prison as the end in either case. 

The man who leaves the camp, goes out in physical trim to meet any 
demands on him, and with the knowledge that a hard day's work, without 
the help of stimulants, is entirely possible to him. 

In the hospital section the work has gone on with the usual satisfactory 
results. Massachusetts, as a State, has reason to be proud of its care of 
tubercular prisoners, for though a few States have segregated such patients 
from their State prisons, Massachusetts cares for all sentenced prisoners 
from both State and county institutions, and is the only one with buildings 
erected wholly for that purpose, and therefore, as little like a prison and as 
much like a hospital as is compatible with safety. 

In so far as it is possible they receive the same treatment as they would 
at any sanatorium) and under the strict discipline possible in a penal insti- 
tution the refractory patient is helped even against his own will. Of course, 
most of the men appreciate what is being done for them, and by their ow^n 
efforts make very rapid improvement. 
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With the co-operation of the better educated of the patients, who have 
given their services as teachers, a school has been established which has 
proved to be of great help to the foreigners and illiterate. The work, of 
course, is limited, as the prime object of the hospital is to make the sick well, 
and the school work is never allowed to interfere with the regular routine of 
treatment. 

The results obtained at both hospital and camp are possible only through 
the loyal service of all the employees and the deep interest of Mr. F. G. Petti- 
grove, Chairman of the Prison Commission. 

To these, and to the friends who have so kindly supplied reading matter 
for the inmates, I am sincerely grateful.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 



West Rutland, Oct. 1, 1912. 
To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

I hereby submit the fifth annual report of the medical department of 
the Prison Camp and Hospital. 

Since the opening of the hospital 413 patients have been admitted; 66 
patients were treated during the first year, 96 the second year, 118 the third 
year, 154 the fourth year and 165 the past year, making 11 more patients 
treated during the past year than the preceding year. Of the 165 patients 
treated during the past year, 98 have been admitted, 91 have been discharged 
and 18 have died; 413 regular admissions and 6 cases from the camp section 
of this institution make 419 patients treated during the past five years, an 
average of about 84 patients treated during each year.

Two deaths were patients unable to be discharged at the expiration of 
their sentences. 

Two of the largest gains of patients during the past year were: No. 1, 
weight 104 pounds on admission and 136f pounds when discharged, gain 
32| pounds, and No. 2, weight 138f pounds on admission and 172| pounds 
when discharged, gain 34 pounds. Number 1 case was in the hospital 
about four months. Both cases were moderately advanced. 

The past year shows 32 cases arrested or apparently cured against 28 of 
the same class last year, 48 very much improved against 33 of the same class 
last year, and 18 deaths against 14 last year. While the deaths in numbers 
were more the past year the percentage is steadily decreasing each year. 
There has been no change in treatment, which consists of dietetic climatic 
food and hygiene considerations. 

Reading matter, books, newspapers and periodicals are freely supplied 
the patients and recreations are allowed to those able to participate in them.

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The Jails and Houses of Correction* 



In each of the counties of the Commonwealth one jail is provided, and, 
with one exception, one or more houses of correction. In the main, those 
committed to the jails are held to await trial, and a very large proportion of 
those conunitted to the houses of correction is for drunkenness and other 
minor offences. The sentences for this class are of course short, and in many 
instances the condition of the prisoner, as a result of dissipation, is such that 
little can be done for him beyond an effort to improve him physically during 
the period of his brief sentence. At Deer Island, and a few of the larger 
houses of correction, a considerable number are committed on longer sentences 
for more serious crimes, but even at these places this class is small in com- 
parison with the entire number. Connected with several of the county 
prisons is quite a tract of land which is operated to good advantage. Most 
of the prisoners in the camp section of the Prison Camp and Hospital at 
Rutland are transferred there from the different county prisons, and are 
employed almost entirely in developing the land. In Worcester County 
a plan of this kind has, in a limited way, been estabHshed; and it is probable 
that, as far as practicable, ot!her counties will find this feature to their ad-- 
vantage. Massachusetts has many acres that can be very greatly improved 
by this kind of labor, and at the same time the prisoner be much better 
fitted for ordinary employment than when he was committed. The fact that 
the term of sentence is short, renders it unnecessary to have an unusual 
force of officers for the proper management of such a place. 

All the prisons have been visited during the year by the Chairman, and 
the larger ones several times. Other members of the Board have made 
occasional visits to a number of these places. 

Following this statement a brief review of each of the county prisons is 
set forth. The information contained therein has been obtained from reports 
from the sheriffs of the county, or the masters appointed by him, and consists 
of expenses for unusual repairs upon the prison buildings and such statistics 
as may be of interest. 
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Barnstable County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Barnstable. 

On the 30th of September, 1912, the number of prisoners in custody here 
was 12. As a rule, there are not more than enough prisoners to perform the 
necessary work of keeping the place in order. The sheriff does not report 
any unusual expenditures for repairs during the year. 

Berkshire County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Pittsfield, 

On the 30th of September, 76 prisoners were in custody at this place, 5 
of whom were women. The average number during the year was 64. There 
have been no unusual expenditures on the buildings during the year. 

The general agitation against prison labor has probably caused a com- 
plete suspension of the industry of heel-making at Pittsfield. No orders have 
been received for some time, and no prisoners have work in the shop. Do- 
mestic work about the place and a little labor on the land have been the 
only available means of occupying the inmates. 

Bristol County. 

Jail and House of Correction at New Bedford. 

The only expenditure other than for ordinary repairs consisted of the 
installation of an engine generator at a cost of $4,328.02. The number of 
prisoners on the 30th of September was 183; of this number 15 were women. 
The average number during the year was 207. These numbers are con- 
siderably smaller than during the preceding year, when the average number 
of prisoners was 282 and the number in custody on September 30 was 245. 

Jail at Taunton. 

This is one of the few county prisons that consists of a jail only, and at 
no time does it contain a large number of prisoners; the average number 
during the past year was only 34 as against 51 in the year previous. The 
number in custody at the close of the year was 42. Of this number, 4 were 
women. The sheriff reports that during the year $2,952.75 has been ex- 
pended for painting the cells, repairing, renovating and partial refurnishing 
of the keeper's house, new boiler and repairs on old ones, repairing stack and 
for cage in the jail office. 
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County of Dukes County. 

Jail at Edgartown. 

No prisoners were in custody at the jail at the date of this report, and 
only a few were committed during the year. No repairs are reported to have 
been made upon the buildings. 

Essex County. 

House of Correction at Ipstoich. 

The repairs at this house of correction have been made at an expense of 
$1,587.31, substantially all being in connection with the heating apparatus. 
The number of prisoners at the close of the year was 41 ; the average number 
during the year was 35, the same as for the previous year. 

Jail and House of Correction at Lawrence, 

At the close of the year the number of prisoners in custody at this place 
was 124. The average number during the year was 129, which is a few less 
than were held there in the preceding year. The expenditures for repairs 
upon the buildings have amounted to $489.27, mainly on chimney and roof. 

Jail at Newburyport, 

At this jail there were only 9 prisoners in custody at the close of the year, 
the average number during the year being 10. An expenditure of $1,724.94 
has been made upon the prison wall around the buildings. Other expendi- 
tures for repairs amounted to $501.09. 

Jail and House of Correction at Salem, 

Although the average number of prisoners in custody during the year 
was slightly less than at the close of the preceding year, the total number 
reported was 132 as against 100 on Sept. 30, 1911. Four of these were women. 
Repairs and refurnishings have been made at an expenditure of $992.76. 

Franklin County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Greenfield, 

At the close of the year the entire number of prisoners in custody was 
29; the average number during the year was 35. This number is slightly 
smaller than in the preceding year. Expenditures for repairs on all buildings 
amounted to $402.59. 
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At the time of the Chairman's visit late in the year, there were only 24 
prisoners in custody here. There was no work to be done in the shop because 
no material had been supplied by the chair manufacturers for whom caning 
is done; and the employment of taking care of the land occupied about all 
the prisoners who could work. 

Hampden County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Springfield, 

The average number of prisoners during the year was 193; the number 
on September 30 was 204. Of this number 15 were women. Unlike most 
of the prisons in the State the number of prisoners at the close of the year 
was slightly in excess of the number at the close of the preceding year. The 
expenditures for repairs during the year amounted to $2,045.85. The in- 
dustry here keeps busy about all the men who can work. It is fortunate 
that this house of correction was able to secure this special work because it 
would be difficult at least, and perhaps impossible, to find enough cane- 
seating to keep a large house of correction busy. 

HAMPSfflRE County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Northampton. 

The number of prisoners at the close of the year was 56, the average 
number having been 53. Expenditures for ordinary repairs amounted to 
$286.56. The prisoners here have been kept reasonably well employed 
during the year, but some work on public account which has heretofore been 
quite remunerative, has been taken away from them by a public institution 
of a different character. 

Middlesex County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Cambridge. 

This is one of the largest county prisons in the State, having 510 separate 
cells. The number of prisoners in custody on the 30th of September was 
only 261; of this number 41 were women. The average number during the 
year was 277. The sheriff, who acts as master and keeper of this prison, 
reports an expenditure of $8,681.66 for repairs on the buildings. Of this 
amount $3,000 was for repairs on boilers. 
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Jail at Lowell, 

This jail has been well filled during the year, having had a daily average 
number of 99, with a cell capacity of 102. The number in custody on Sep- 
tember 30 was 90; 8 of these were women. An electric lighting system has 
been installed in the men's prison, providing a Ught in each cell, at an expense 
of $217.16. Repairs of a general character were made, amounting to $2,- 
767.10. 

Nantucket County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Nantucket, 

During the year 4 prisoners were committed to this place under sentence, 
all for slight ofifences. A few were held for a short time awaiting trial. . For 
repairs made at the jailer's house, and on the fence around the jail, an ex- 
penditure of $81.01 was made. 

Norfolk County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Dedham. 

The sheriff, who acts as master and keeper, makes no report of any un- 
usual expenditures upon the prison buildings. The number of prisoners in 
custody on September 30 was 68. The average number during the year was 
79, a slightly smaller number than the average for the preceding year. 

Plymouth County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Plymouth, 

On September 30 there were 142 prisoners in custody as against 113 on 
the same date in 1911. No report is made of expenditures upon the build- 
ings for repairs. At this place a great deal of work has been done in culti- 
vating the land, and large crops have been realized. The site has also fur- 
nished considerable work in the way of grading and other improvements of 
the land. 

Suffolk County. 

Jail at Boston, 

The repairs at this jail consist of changes and improvements in the sher- 
iff's house, the equipment in the men's jail of a hospital room, and electric 
wiring in stable buildings. The expenditures for these improvements amounted 
to $1,850.07. At the close of the yeap, 287 prisoners were in custody, 37 of 
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the number being women. The prison has 292 separate cells, the larger part 
of which are usually occupied. Most of the time fully one-half of those in 
custody at this place are held to await trial. 

The death of Sheriff Fred. H. Seavey occurred on Jan. 2, 1912. Sheriff 
Seavey had been in charge of this jail about twelve years, and was always 
regarded as an efficient officer. He was succeeded by Hon. John Quinn, Jr., 
who was appointed by the Governor. 

House of Correction at Beer Island, 

This is the largest county prison in the State. On September 30 the 
number in custody was 1,110; the average number during the year was 1,121. 

Repairs have been made during the year at an expense of $6,723.19. The 
master does not report that these were of an extraordinary nature. 

Worcester County. 

Jail and House of Correction at Fitchburg. 

The sheriff, who acts as master and keeper, reports that no imusual ex- 
penditures have been made on the prison plant during the year. The number 
of prisoners on September 30 was 101, none of these being women, as all 
women prisoners in this county are committed to the Worcester Jail and 
House of Correction. The average number during the year was 104. 

Jail and House of Correction at Worcester. 

At the close of the year the number of prisoners in custody was 240; of 
this number 21 were women. The average number during the year was 
272, as against 260 in the year previous. During the year electric Hghts have 
been installed in the cells and in all departments. It is a great improvement, 
especially in the kitchen, which has hitherto been unsatisfactory on account 
of deficient light. The experiment of employing men on a lot of land at a 
distance from the prison was a most interesting one, and the results are 
quite satisfactory. A considerable quantity of vegetables was raised on the 
land where the camp is situated, and a good deal of work was done in road 
making on the Wachusett reservation.

Average Cost of Prisoners. 

The expenditures for maintaining the county jails and houses of correction 
during the year have been $737,608.64; this amount is slightly in excess of 
that required for the year immediately preceding. In. order that the actual 
net cost may be seen, there should be deducted $65,115.29, this being receipts 
from various sources. Of this amount $34,370.62 was received from the 
industries maintained by the labor of prisoners. This leaves a balance of 
$672,493.35, the net cost of support of all the county prisons in the State. A 
few of the county prisons show a small decrease in the net cost per capita, 
but most of them return an amount larger than last year. In nearly all of 
the prisons the average number of prisoners in custody during the year has 
been less than last year. In all the county prisons combined the average 
number of inmates for the year was 3,249 as against 3,430 last year. The 
average net cost per capita was $206.98, or an increase of $12.44, as compared 
with the year before. The details of expenses and receipts in all the county 
prisons are set forth in the three tables immediately preceding this statement, 
and are prepared from the reports of each prison. 

Lest there be an improper conclusion in comparing the expenses and 
receipts of one prison with another, it should be noted that a variety of 
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circumstances enters into the results. Necessarily the cost per capita of 
expenses in the small prisons is more than in the larger institutions. Fre- 
quently a considerable expenditure made upon the buildings enters into the 
expenses for a given year, and does not exist at other times. Each prison 
in its administration is subject to its own peculiar conditions that do not 
always prevail with others. 
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STATISTICS OF PRISON POPULATION. 



The number of persons in custody in all the prisons of the State on the 
30th of September, 1912, was 6,363, distributed as follows: in the State 
Prison, 758; Massachusetts Reformatory, 618; Reformatory for Women, 
186; Prison Camp and Hospital, 119; State Farm, 1,475; county jails and 
houses of correction, 3,207. In substantially all the prisons the number of 
inmates was less than at the sanje date in the preceding year, the total at 
that time being 6,892.' Of this number 826 were in the State Prison, 806 
in the Massachusetts Reformatory, 228 in the Reformatory for Women, 127 
in the Prison Camp and Hospital and 1,645 in the State Farm. 

The releases from the State Prison have been unusually large in niunber, 
due to the parole law which went into operation in 1911. During the past 
year 91 prisoners have been given permits to be at liberty under this act, 
and 28 have been pardoned from the State Prison. Other pardons have 
been granted as follows: from the Massachusetts Reformatory, 24; from 
the Reformatory for Women, 10; from the Prison Camp and Hospital, 2; 
from the State Farm, 2; and from the jails and houses of correction, 26, 
making 92 in all. 

The number of removals from one prison to another has been less than 
in the year previous. Of the 386 removed to the Prison Camp and Hospi- 
tal, 98 were suffering from tuberculosis, and were placed in the hospital sec- 
tion for treatment. The average number in this section has not varied 
greatly from previous years, being 60 for the past year. These removals are 
made upon the recommendation of the physicians of the different prisons, 
who, upon discovery of tubercular disease in a prisoner, immediately report 
the same to the commissioners, and a transfer is at once made. 

The niunber of commitments from the courts to the State Prison during 
the year was 199, 4 more than in the preceding year. In all the other State 
institutions the number received from the courts was considerably less. At 
the Massachusetts Reformatory, 353 were received as against 516 the year 
before, and at the Reformatory for Women, 208 against 258. 

The whole number committed by the different courts to all the prisons 
in the State during the year was 38,731. Those returned for violation of their 
permits should be added to this number, those transferred from other in- 
stitutions and those returned from escape and insane hospitals, making the 
number of actual commitments, 41,163. In the preceding year the number 
was 43,219.

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Prisoners held in Custody on Sept. 30, 1912. 

There were 529 less prisoners in custody on the 30th of September, 1912, 
than at the same date in 1911. The decrease was in both male and female 
offenders, there being 46 less female prisoners and 483 less males. It will 
be noticed that the State Prison population has dropped from 826 last year 
to 758; at the Massachusetts Reformatory there were but 618 inmates on 
Sept. 30, 1912, against 806 last year. The population of the Reformatory 
for Women has dropped from 228 to 186; the Prison Camp and Hospital 
has 8 less than last year; the State Farm has 1,475 as compared with 1,645 
in 1911. The nimiber in the county prisons decreased from 3,260 on Sept. 
30, 1911, to 3,207 on Sept. 30, 1912. There were 35 more prisoners awaiting 
trial in the jails than on Sept. 30, 1911. 

The only county prisons that show an increase in the nimiber of sentenced 
prisoners remaining Sept. 30, 1912, are the Springfield Jail and House of 
Correction, which has 49 more prisoners than last year, the Deer Island 
House of Correction, where there was an increase of 27, the Ipswich House 
of Correction, with 21 additional, the Salem Jail and House of Correction, 
which has 15 more than last year; the Plymouth Jail and House of Cor- 
rection, which has increased 3, the Taunton Jail, which shows an increase of 
2, and Newburyport Jail, which has 4 more than last year.

Arrests. 

The total number of arrests made throughout the State for the year 
ending Sept. 30, 1912, was 155,487, or 6,821 m excess of the number made 
during the previous year. While neariy all the counties report a small 
increase, the most notable ones are Suffolk, Essex and Hampden, Suffolk 
County alone showing an increase of 2,995* Of the total increase, the cities 
in the State contributed 5,248 and the towns 1,573. 

The increase in the number of arrests for drunkenness as compared with 
the year previous was 4,686; of this number, 2,638 came from the city of 
Boston. Changes in other cities as compared with the preceding year were 
as follows: Fitchburg, Fall River, Gloucester, Haverhill, New Bedford, 
Salem and Worcester all show an increase, while Cambridge, Chelsea and 
Taunton report a slight reduction. The total number of arrests for drunk- 
enness during the year was 98,651. Of this number, 6,932 were women. 
The increase over last year in the number of arrests for crimes against the 
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person was 281; for crimes against property^ 189; and for crimes against 
public order, which includes drunkenness, the number was 6,351. 

The tables following this statement are prepared from reports received 
from the different police departments throughout the State, and cover all 
arrests made during the year.

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Criminal Prosecutions. 

Statistics concerning criminal prosecutions have been prepared from 
xeports received from the clerks of the different comts, and are presented 
in tables following statements reviewing briefly the trials for murder. In- 
cluded in these tables are cases begun, cases pending and their disposition. 
In view of unusual interest in capital cases, they are set out more in detail, 
i)ut are included in the total niunber of trials. 



Trials for Murder. 

No marked changes in the number of trials for murder have occurred 
"during the year. The final disposition of the 32 cases were as follows: 10 
were sentenced to the State Prison for life and 8 to the same place for a term 
•of years; 3 were given life sentences to the Reformatory for Women, and 
1 for an indefinite period to the same institution; 2 received sentences to 
A house of correction; 1 was pronoimced insane and committed to the 
Bridgewater State Hospital; 2 were found not guilty, and 5 executions have 
taken place. 

Lewis Keyes was indicted in Berkshire County, Jan. 9, 1912, for the 
murder, on Nov. 4, 1911, of Ernest Hays, in the town of Washington. When 
brought to trial he pleaded guilty to murder in the second degree, which 
plea was accepted by the government, and on Jan. 19, 1912, he was sen- 
tenced to the State Prison for life. 



LuKAS Dardarl^, alias Harry Dardarian, was indicted in Bristol 
County, June 8, 1911, for the murder of John Dardarian, at Taunton, May 1, 
1911. When brought to trial he pleaded guilty to manslaughter, which plea 
was accepted by the government, and on Nov. 23, 1911, he was sentenced 
to the State Prison for a term of not less than fifteen nor more than eighteen 
years. 

Edmund Berube was indicted in Bristol Coimty, June 8, 1911, for the 
murder of Morris Schwartz, at Fall River. When brought to trial he pleaded 
guilty to murder in the second degree. This plea was accepted by the 
government, and he was sentenced Dec. 26, 1911, to the State Prison for life. 
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Arthur Phaneuf was indicted in Bristol County, Feb. 6, 1912, for the 
murder of Delia Phaneuf, at Fall River. When brought to trial he pleaded 
guilty to murder in the second degree, which plea being accepted by the 
government he was sentenced, Jime 5, 1912, to the State Prison for life. 

Emma E. Mooshian was indicted in Essex Coimty, Jan. 12, 1912, for the 
murder of Simon Chiligerian, at Haverhill, Dec. 5, 1911. She was brought 
to trial May 20, 1912, when she pleaded guilty to murder in the second 
degree. This plea was accepted by the government, and on the same day 
she was sentenced to the Reformatory for Women for life. 

Antonio Giannetti was indicted in Essex County, April 12, 1912, for 
the murder of Carmella Giannetti, in the town of Saugus, Sept. 15, 1911. 
When brought to trial May 14, 1912, he pleaded guilty to murder in the 
second degree. This plea was accepted by the government, and upon the 
same day he was sentenced to the State Prison for life. 

Silas N. Phelps was indicted in Franklin Coimty, July 12, 1910, for 
the murder of Emmett F. Haskins, at Monroe, on June 12, 1910. The de- 
fendant was brought to trial Nov. 28, 1910, and a verdict of guilty of murder 
in the first degree was foimd on Dec. 3, 1910. The above facts were set 
forth in the last report. On Oct. 25, 1911, exceptions which had been taken 
to the supreme judicial court having been overruled, Phelps was sentenced 
to be executed, which sentence was carried into effect on Jan. 26, 1912. 

Bertram G. Spencer was indicted in Hampden County, May 5, 1910,. 
for the murder of Martha B. Blackstone, at Springfield, March 31, 1910. 
He was brought to trial Nov. 13, 1911, and a verdict of guilty of murder 
in the first degree was foimd. On July 2, 1912, Spencer was sentenced to 
be executed; this sentence was carried into effect at the State Prison on 
Sept. 17, 1912. 

Paul Correndi was indicted in HamjKlen County, Dec. 19, 1911, for 
the murder of G^eorge Cattsmitt, alias Guiseppe Dileo, at Palmer, Dec. 6, 
1911. When brought to trial he retracted his former plea of not guilty and 
pleaded guilty to manslaughter, and on Dec. 26, 1911, was sentenced to 
the State Prison for not less than eight nor more than ten years. 
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Angelo Dieletto was indicted in Hampden County, May 8, 1912, for 
the murder of Fiore DiLorenzo, at Springfield, March 31, 1912. The de- 
fendant, brought to trial May 14, 1912, was found guilty of murder in the 
second degree and on May 20, 1912, he was sentenced to the State Prison 
for life. 

Stefan Borasky and Antone Kolek, otherwise known as Antonio 
KoLiCK, were indicted in Hampden County, May 13, 1912, for the murder 
of Rose Amansky, alias Rose Oumesky, at Granville, on Sept. 27, 1911. 
These men were brought to trial June 24, 1912, when both were found guilty 
of murder in the first degree. Kolek died in jail on July 15, 1912. In the 
case of Borasky exceptions were allowed, which are now pending in the 
supreme judicial court. 

LuDViKA Dyman was indicted in Hampden County, May 8, 1912, for the 
murder of a female child, name unknown, at Palmer, March 31, 1912. When 
brought to trial the defendant retracted her former plea of not guilty and 
pleaded guilty to manslaughter. This plea was accepted by the government 
and she was sentenced to the Reformatory for Women May 17, 1912. 

Felix Janonis was indicted in Hampshire County, June 7, 1911, for the 
murder of Frank Tomel, at Easthampton, March 17, 1911. When brought 
to trial Oct. 25, 1911, the defendant pleaded guilty to murder in the second 
degree. This plea was accepted by the government and on the same date 
he was sentenced to the State Prison for life. 

Frank J. Blaskover was indicted in Middlesex County, Sept. 9, 1911, 
for the murder of Frances Wilkinson, at Somerville, July 21, 1911. The 
defendant was adjudged insane Oct. 28, 1911, and was ordered to be com- 
mitted to the Bridgewater State Hospital. 

Chester S. Jordan was indicted in Middlesex County, April 5, 1909, 
for the murder of Honora C. Jordan, at Somerville, on Sept. 1, 1908. He 
was brought to trial on April 20, 1909, and on May 4, 1909, a verdict of 
guilty of murder in the first degree was returned by the jury. 

The above information was contained in the report of 1909. The case 
at that time was pending on exceptions in the superior court, which excep- 
tions were later overruled. The case was then sent to the United States 
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Supreme Court on a writ of error. On June 19, 1912, the judgment of the 
superior court was affirmed, and on June 21, 1912, Jordan was sentenced 
to death. The sentence was carried into effect Sept. 24, 1912. 

Chables Roachford was indicted in Middlesex County, June 9, 1911, 
for the murder of Heath Hughes at Cambridge, March 31, 1911. When 
brought to trial Jan. 1, 1912, the defendant was found not guilty. 

Frank E. Ryan, alias Francis E. Ryan, was indicted in Middlesex 
County, Jan. 5, 1912, for the murder of Georgiana M. L. Ryan, at Somer- 
ville, Dec. 26, 1911. When brought to trial the defendant pleaded guilty 
to murder in the second degree; this plea was accepted by the government, 
and on Jan. 18, 1912, he was sentenced to the State Prison for life. 

Nicholas Paparos and Michael Pachiouros were indicted in Middle- 
sex County, June 9, 1911, for the murder of John Germanakos, at Lowell, 
March 16, 1911. Pachiouros was brought to trial Nov. 6, 1911, and on 
Nov. 8, 1911, was found not guilty. The case of Paparos is still untried. 

Ella E. Libbey was indicted in Middlesex County, June 6, 1912, for the 
murder of her illegitimate child, at Everett, May 2, 1912. When brought 
to trial the defendant pleaded guilty to murder in the second degree, which 
plea was accepted by the government, and on June 20, 1912, she was sen- 
tenced to the Reformatory for Women for life. 

Peter Cassetti, alias Pietro Cassetti, was indicted in Norfolk County, 
Dec. 8, 1911, for the murder of Nicholas Cassetti, at Weymouth, Oct. 1, 1911. 
When brought to trial the defendant pleaded guilty to so much of the indict- 
ment as charged manslaughter. This plea was accepted by the government, 
and on April 26, 1912, he was sentenced to the State Prison for not less than 
seven nor more than nine years. 

Saverio Spang, alias Saverio Splano, was indicted in Norfolk County, 
Dec. 8, 1911, for the murder of Guiseppe Rucher, alias Joseph Rucher, at 
Quincy, Dec. 3, 1911. When brought to trial the defendant was found 
guilty of manslaughter, and was sentenced April 26, 1912, to the State Prison 
for a term of not less than ten nor more than twelve years. 
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Harry Marshall, alias Enrico Marcioli, and Lena Cusumano, alias 
Calogera Cusumano, were indicted in Plymouth County, Oct. 26, 1910, 
for the murder of Francisco Cusumano, alias Frank Cusiunano, at Hull, 
Sept. 18, 1910. The defendants were brought to trial in February, 1911, 
and on the 26th of that month were both found guilty of murder in the first 
degree. March 5, 1912, both defendants were sentenced to be executed. 
In the case of Marshall this sentence was carried into effect June 6, 1912. 
On June 5, 1912, the sentence of Cusimiano was commuted to imprisonment 
for Ufe in the Reformatory for Women. 

Annie Tatosky, alias Annie Totosky, was indicted in Plymouth County, 
June 7, 1911, for the murder of a male infant child, at Abington, May 3, 1911. 
Feb. 28, 1912, so much of the indictment as alleged assault and murder was 
nol prossed, and the plea of guilty of concealing death of infant was accepted 
by the government. The defendant was sentenced to the house of correction 
for one year. 

Charles Mazzola, alias Calogero Mazzola, was indicted in Plymouth 
County, Oct. 7, 1910, for the murder of Salvatore Morelli, at Brockton, 
Aug. 21, 1910. On Oct. 23, 1911, so much of the indictment as alleged murder 
in the first degree was nol prossed; on Oct. 27, 1911, a verdict of guilty of 
manslaughter was rendered, and the defendant was sentenced to the State 
Prison for a term of not less than eight nor more than ten years. 

Clarence V. T. Richeson was indicted in Suffolk County, Oct. 31, 1911, 
for the murder of Avis W. Linnell, at Boston, Oct. 14, 1911. When brought 
to trial the defendant pleaded guilty to murder in the first degree, and on 
Jan. 9, 1912, he was sentenced to be executed. This sentence was carried 
into effect May 21, 1912. 

Harry H. Butts was indicted in Suffolk County, July 8, 1911, for the 
murder of Robert Williamson, at Boston, June 21, 1911. On Jan. 24, 1912, 
the defendant pleaded guilty to manslaughter, and on May 27, 1912, he was 
sentenced to the State Prison for a term of not less than twelve nor more 
than fourteen years. 

Raffaele Palma, alias Raffaele Areola, alias Raffaele Aeillo, was 
indicted in Suffolk County, Feb. 10, 1912, for the murder of Giovanni Megna, 
at Boston, Jan. 7, 1912. The defendant was brought to trial April 8, 1912, 
and was found guilty of manslaughter. He was sentenced April 15, 1912, to 
the State Prison for a term of not less than eight nor more than twelve years. 
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Salvatore Accamporo, alias Guiglielmo Romano, alias Pasquale 
DlLorenzo, alias Valentino Susi, alias Michele Accamporo, was indicted 
in Suffolk County, July 10, 1911, for the murder of Antonio Schiappa, at 
Boston, July 3, 1911. The defendant, brought to trial Nov. 13, 1911, was 
found guilty of murder in the second degree, and on Nov. 28, 1911, was 
sentenced to the State Prison for life. 

Rocco Salomone was indicted in Suffolk County, March 9, 1912, for the 
murder of Guiseppe Napolitano, at Boston, Feb. 9, 1912. The defendant, 
brought to trial on April 22, 1912, was found guilty of murder in the second 
degree and on April 29, 1912, was sentenced to the State Prison for life. 

GxnsEPPE Lacaruba was indicted in Suffolk County, Aug. 10, 1912, for 
the murder of Paolo DiCologero, at Boston, June 30, 1912. So much of the 
indictment as alleged murder in the first degree was nol prossed by the district 
attorney before trial. The defendant, brought to trial Sept. 16, 1912, was 
found guilty of murder in the second degree, and on Sept. 27, 1912, he was 
sentenced to the State Prison for life. 

LuiGi Prisco was indicted in Suffolk County, March 9, 1912, for the 
murder of George Andrews, at Boston, Feb. 22, 1912. When brought to 
trial the defendant pleaded guilty to manslaughter. This plea was accepted 
by the government, and on May 20, 1912, the defendant was sentenced to 
the State Prison for a term of not less than fiiteen nor more than twenty years. 

Frank De Sandro was indicted in Worcester County, Jan. 17, 1912, for 
the murder of Domenic Guido, alia^ Domenico Guido, at Clinton, Nov. 27, 
1911. When brought to trial a verdict of guilty of assault and battery was 
found, and the defendant was sentenced to the house of correction for three 
years.

Industries in All. the Prisons. 

The law relative to the employment of prisoners has been often stated in 
these reports, but it may be useful to summarize it again for the information 
of any persons who desire to have a correct understanding of it. 

The law forbids contract labor and permits the employment of prisoners 
in three ways: first, in the manufacture of articles that may be sold in the 
regular market on public account; second, in the making of goods for the 
use of public institutions, etc.; third, in doing work by the piece in the in- 
dustries of cane-seating chairs and making umbrellas. The following tables 
show the different kinds of work carried on in the State Prison, the reforma- 
tories, the State Farm and the county prisons. In these accounts the finan- 
cial information is set out in detail. 

As already stated ih the report, the prisoners in the State Prison are about 
as well employed as they can be with the present physical surroundings. No 
great improvement could take place without an expensive rearrangement of 
the present shop facilities, and it would be far better to place the State Prison 
elsewhere than to expend large sums of money upon the old institution. In 
another part of the report there is an extended discussion of the question of 
a new State Prison, with a recommendation to the effect that it should be 
placed upon a large tract of land where agricultural employment could be 
afforded in order to diversify the occupations in such a way as to suit the 
capacities of the prisoners. At the Massachusetts Reformatory the present 
industries in connection with the trade school, and a reasonable degree of 
opportunity for outside work, give considerable diversity. The Reformatory 
for Women now has a small population which is quite well supplied with 
work from the different industries and the variety of domestic employments. 
In the coimty prisons not much mechanical work could be imdertaken even 
if it were convenient to adopt it for these places. The number of prisoners 
in most of them is small and does not include many skilled workers. The 
only remedy for the insufficiency of work in the county prisons must be 
found in some form of out-door employment; the hopeful experiments at 
Plymouth and Worcester have already been mentioned.

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Arrangement of the Industries. 

In the year covered by this report there has been no change in the ordi- 
nary occupations which the industries afford, except that the reduced popu- 
lation has compelled the discontinuance of box making at the State Prison. 

Cane-seating chairs is used as an occupation for a few prisoners who are 
segregated in the third grade at the Massachusetts Reformatory; and at the 
State Farm similar work is used for some prisoners who cannot be employed 
on the land. Otherwise all industries in the State institutions are on public 
accoimt, either for regular market or for use of institutions. Public-account 
industries are also estabhshed at Cambridge, Dedham, Deer Island, Lowell, 
New Bedford and Pittsfield. In all other houses of correction the work is 
done by the piece and is confined to chair work, except in Springfield, where 
umbrellas are made. 

In the following table the prison industries of every kind are summarized. 
Those that are indicated by the figure 1 are established exclusively to supply 
articles and materials for the use of public institutions, and have no other 
market for their product.

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Making Goods for Public Use. 

On a preceding page there is a recapitulation of the methods that have 
been in use for many years for employing prisoners, and these include the 
plan of making articles and materials for the use of pubUc institutions. This 
plan of supplying goods has been used, as far as it would possibly serve, to 
furnish employment since 1897. When restrictions in the law of that year 
destroyed some of the pubUc-account industries, it was imperative that new 
forms of work should be established; altogether, this is the most satisfactory 
method of work that can now be devised for the prisoners. 

The first systematic law on this subject was passed upon the report of 
the General Superintendent of Prisons of 1897. In the beginning it embraced 
the public institutions of the Commonwealth and the counties only. A few 
years later the scope of the plan was broadened to embrace the larger cities. 
Under an act of 1912 the remaining cities and all the towns will eventually 
be brought into the Ust, and furthermore, as all public oflSces and departments 
are included, it will be possible, when facilities for increasing this work are 
available, to make some articles in addition to those for which a market is 
now readily found in the institutions. Considerable information has already 
been gathered in respect to the needs of the towns and cities and the depart- 
ments. Until this is carefully collated no arrangements can be made for a 
new industry. 

The styles, designs and qualities of the articles and materials now sup- 
pUed in this way are determined by different groups of superintendents, but 
the law of 1912 will embrace such a large number of establishments, many 
of them exceedingly small, that this method of deciding what shall be fur- 
nished will not be practicable. It will then be necessary to adopt some other 
plan of securing such a degree of uniformity in the demands as will make it 
possible for the prisons to meet them. 

At present the men's clothing purchased by public institutions is made at 
the State Prison of cloth that is manufactured at the Massachusetts Reforma- 
tory. Many institutions have facilities for making up their own clothing, 
and in that case they buy the cloth from the reformatory. The State Prison 
makes shoes for both men and women; and such of the brushes as are not 
supplied from the Cambridge House of Correction are made at the State 
Prison. Here, too, is the industry of making underwear which was a most 
satisfactory addition to the work a few years ago. The articles are improved 
from time to time, and there has been such a degree of satisfaction expressed 
on the part of the purchasers that it is hoped practically all the institutions 
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will eventually prefer these goods to the kmd they have been using hereto- 
fore. The grade of hosiery is now far better than it was in the beginning, 
and the different demands have been harmonized to some extent. 

The Massachusetts Reformatory, which finds its most extensive employ- 
ment from the public-use industries, makes all the woolen cloth, some of it 
on hand looms. Large numbers of blankets are woven at Concord. Some 
weaving of blankets is done at the State Prison and at the State Farm; but 
all the finishing of blankets, wherever they are made, is done at Concord. 
Some cotton doth is produced at the Reformatory, and both cotton and 
woolen yams are supplied to such institutions as need them. At the Reforma- 
tory a little furniture is made on orders received from time to time from public 
institutions. This has been very useful as an adjunct to the ordinary occu- 
pations of the trade school. The State Farm has done considerable in the 
way of making furniture for its own use and for a few other places. When 
arrangements can be made for the manufacture of school furniture, either at 
the Massachusetts Reformatory or in a new State Prison, the preliminary 
work will be helpful as a guide to the larger enterprises. 

The Reformatory for Women has a public-account industry from which 
shirts are supplied to different institutions, and it also makes up many 
women's garments which are ordered from other places. 

The only county prison that does work in connection with the plan of 
supplying goods for public use is the Cambridge House of Correction, which, 
as already noted, furnishes some brushes, a large quantity of brooms and 
some mats. It is proposed at once to enlarge these industries so that some 
offices and departments can be supplied with these goods. 

It may be interesting to repeat an observation that has several times ap- 
peared in these reports to the effect that under the law of 1887, which was 
the first act specially directing the manufacture of goods for the use of public 
institutions, only about $1,000 worth of such articles were sold in ten years; 
but under the plan devised in 1897, and established by the act of 1898, the 
sales have steadily grown until they now amount to $236,462.15. During

The total number this year in all the prisons of the State is 33,281, as 
against 31,873 the year before.

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REPORT OF THE AGENT FOR AIDING DISCHARGED 

PRISONERS. 



To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

I beg leave to submit the following as my report for the fiscal year end- 
ing Nov. 30, 1912. Aid has been furnished to 2,103 male prisoners who had 
been inmates of Massachusetts prisons. Of this number, 730 had served 
sentences in the Massachusetts Refonnatory, and 450 were from the Prison 
Camp and Hospital. There were expended from the State appropriation in 
aiding this group of 1,180 men the following amounts, viz.: —

Two hundred fifty-seven men who had served terms in the State Prison, 
238 of whom were released this year, were aided as follows: —

In addition to the above, 666 men from the jails, houses of correction 
and the State Farm were aided from the funds of the Massachusetts Society 
for Aiding Discharged Convicts, at an outlay of $1,976.22, making the total 
expended by the agent in this work $10,148.50. 

Of the 238 men from the State Prison who have been dealt with by the 
agent, homes and work were ready for 130 upon their leaving the prison; 
51 had homes and relatives in other states, and were sent immediately to 
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them; 44 had homes but no immediate employment and 13 had neither 
homes nor work. 

Of the 655 from the Massachusetts Reformatory, 515 had homes and 
work provided upon their release; 52 were discharged upon expiration of 
their sentences, many of whom had homes; 20 were pardoned and went 
directly to relatives; 14 were returned to the custody of the Massachuset^ts 
Training Schools trustees, who have charge of them dining minority; 10 
were rearrested by the police on warrants for other offences, but in most 
instances the cases were settled by the courts without imposing new sen- 
tences; 44 had neither homes nor work. 

Of the 450 men released from the Prison Camp and Hospital, those from 
the camp section were men in good health, serving short sentences, usually for 
drunkenness, and upon their release generally returned to their homes and re- 
sumed their usual employments. Those from the hospital section for tuber- 
cular prisoners were in many cases able to work; some incurable cases were 
admitted to the State Infirmary. For those who had neither homes nor work, 
more had of necessity to be done, but often these men who have no resources 
behind them will make the best effort, and many of them are soon located in 
some kind of employment. 

The men released from the prisons that are under the charge of the Prison 
Conmiissioners, between the first day of November and the first day of April, 
are furnished with a decent and warm overcoat, and are respectably dressed 
at all seasons of the year. Each man who wishes it is given a change of 
underwear, shirts, socks, etc., and if he is a mechanic is furnished with the 
necessary tools of his trade, as well as the railroad fares and board required 
by cu"cumstances. 

The niunber in prison in October, 1912, was 681 less than a year ago. 
Work has been easy to obtain, particularly outside of the larger cities. 

Hoping that these improved conditions may continue, and that the work 
so necessary for the re-instatement of the discharged prisoner may become 
still more plentiful, I am, with sincere thanks to all who have aided in this 
work.

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REPORT OF THE AGENT FOR AIDING DISCHARGED 

FEMALE PRISONERS.

To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

Another busy year closed Nov. 30, 1912. During this period the number 
of applicants for assistance has increased quite materially despite the fact 
that the prison population is decreasing. One reason for this condition is 
that many are women who frequently need help and who visit the office 
whenever necessity prompts. 

The success of this work of aiding women who have been unfortunate 
must be measured by the results. While there have been failures, the large 
number who have regained lost positions in society testify to the good ac- 
compKshed. 

A grave crisis arises in the life of each ex-prisoner when, upon her release 
from reformatory, jail or house of correction, she stands at the parting of 
the ways for right or wrong. The words of advice and encouragement given 
at this time are often the means of letting her know that her real friends 
are interested in her future well-being, and she almost always responds 
readily to good influence. 

The task of finding suitable employment for these women has increased, 
in as much as many of them have partially learned a trade which will enable 
them to earn a larger wage than might be possible in ordinary domestic 
service, and the possession of this extra training in many cases makes 
them unwilling to engage in the drudgery of housework, — heretofore a large 
field of usefulness and profit to the greater number. The demand, however, 
is constant for all grades of endeavor, thus aiding those who are willing to 
help themselves. 

As time goes on the thought often comes to one engaged in this work 
how comparatively few persons realize the efforts made to reclaim those who 
have been in penal institutions. Yet the care is given without stint. 

The most difficult problem to solve is the placing in domestic service of 
young mothers with children. At present we cannot begin to supply the 
demand for maids, but if families, especially in the country districts, would 
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employ women accompanied by small children, they would usually find in 
them quite efficient help. 

Many of these girls come to us with a sense of loneUness, feeling that the 
world is against them because of their mistakes; but a little patience and 
sympathy gives them a new viewpoint, and with increasing courage they soon 
learn to adjust themselves to new conditions, making every effort at right 
living. 

During this year 834 women were assisted according to their many and 
varied necessities.

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REPORT OF THE AGENT FOR THE IDENTIFICATION 

OF CRIMINALS.

To the Board of Prison Commissioners: 

I respectfully submit the sixth annual report on the identification of 
criminals for the year ending Nov. 30, 1912: — 

Received from the police departments and prisons of the Commonwealth: — 

Fingerprints, 4,177 

Bertillon cards and meas\u*ements, 494 

Total finger prints on hand Nov. 30, 1912, 14,680 

Total Bertillon cards on hand Nov. 30, 1912, 10,216 

The increased number of finger prints received this year is greatly due 
to the estabUshment by additional police departments of the fibiger-print 
system of identification. The accumulation of such records in this oflSce 
has reached a very large number, and as a result the police departments are 
receiving a higher percentage of identifications. This creates an enthusiasm 
which has brought into the oflBce more records for filing. 

During the year I have explained the system of identification by finger 
prints to 14 police departments in different cities and towns of the Com- 
monwealth. Of the departments visited, the following have availed them- 
selves of the oppbi'tunity of adopting this method of identification: Chelsea, 
Everett, Haverhill, Holyoke, Lawrence, Maiden, Medford, Melrose, Pea- 
body, Pittsfield, Quincy and Wakefield. These 12 departments, added to 
those already sending records to this oflBce, bring the total number of poUce 
departments that have adopted the system up to 25. 

One of the above-named police departments had used finger prints only 
a short period before their value was found to be of great importance. I 
submit one illustration: a young man was arrested for breaking into and en- 
tering a building. Upon being questioned at the station house he gave a 
fictitious name and address, insisting that he was a resident of a city in 
California and had been in Massachusetts only a few days. When his finger 
prints had been received and filed in this oflBce the police department was 
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furnished with the prisoner's real name and previous record, which proved 
that he had always resided in a near-by city. 

The Somerville police department, several years ago, was one of the first 
in Massachusetts to begin using finger prints. During the past year it gave 
a remarkable illustration to the city of the benefit of this system of identi- 
fication in the department. One of its inspectors, while examining a build- 
in g which had recently been entered during the night, noticed some finger 
marks on a few pieces of windo'w glass that had been carelessly thrown 
aside. These pieces of glass had been removed from the window to gain 
entrance to the building. The police officials, summing up their case, de- 
cided to arrest a certain person whom they suspected. This person when 
questioned at the station house strenuously denied having entered the build- 
ing. His finger prints were taken by the inspector and were compared with 
the photographic reproduction of finger prints made from the pieces of glass. 
They were compared in this office during the same day and found to corre- 
spond exactly with the photographic reproduction of finger marks on the 
glass. In the lower court the following morning this person pleaded not 
guilty. But after all the evidence was presented to the court the judge 
found probable cause and held the prisoner for the next sitting of the Su- 
perior Court. In the Superior Court he changed his plea of "not guilty" to 
"guilty." 

I must commend this police department for its good work, for without 
the knowledge of classifying finger prints it would have been impossible to 
collect such valuable evidence. 

Relative to photographic prints, this office has received during the year 
four such inquiries from different police departments. In one instance the 
police suspected a certain person, recently released from prison, of breaking 
into the savings bank of their city. Upon comparing the photographic 
reproduction of finger prints, made from the plate-glass window in the build- 
ing, with the prints on file in this office, it was proved that the person whom 
they suspected was not the man wanted. This demonstrates the fact that 
finger prints may be used to estabUsh innocence as well as prove guilt. 

An escaped prisoner from one of the coimty prisons was detected by his 
finger prints, and when visited at the jail where he was awaiting trial for 
another offence which he had committed, he denied ever having been in such 
prison. But some few hours later he admitted his identity to the deputy- 
master of the prison from which he had escaped. 

A number of men who have violated their conditions of pardon and parole 
have been found by means of the finger-print system, serving sentences in

different county prisons. The majority of these mien were serving their 
sentences under an aiiaa to concear their identity. 

Finger-print inquiries received from diflFerent police departments of the 
Commonwealth nimiber 160. Of this nimiber, 70 identifications have been 
furnished; 40 of these prisoners were found to be under an assumed name 
and 30 gave the name under which they had previously been convicted. 

From police departments outside of the Commonwealth 24 records have 
been received for identification. Seven identifications with past records 
were furnished, 4 being found by the Bertillon system and 3 by means of 
the finger-print system. 

The police departments of the Commonwealth during the past year have 
surely recognized the advantages of our many thousands of criminal records. 

I sincerely thank them for their co-operation in aiding the development 
of this oflSce.
